fo rm er Ohio S tate university co-ed. 
Nesbitt was in virtual hiding to ­ 
day 
while 
wa ting for a wave of 
publicity to die dow’n. 
Dan Bo ggs then aged 
20, 
and 
John, 23, were convicted 
at 
the 
January . 1925, term of the High- 
land-co common pleas court. They 
were accused of sho o ting P atro l­ 
man H arry T. 
McGill 
during 
a 
robbery in Hillsboro. 
In his’ statem ent announcing the 
immediate co mmutatio n of their 
sentences, the go verno r said:

Columbus Advertising Club which 
is signed by all pro minent adver­ 
tising firms of this city ." 
Dan’s adverti- ng business co n­ 
sisted of

preparatio n 
of

series of "hum an” fo rm letters on 
different subjects which he sold 
to business 
firms. 
Thro ugh 
his 
mail o rder trade, he was able to 
buy his m o ther a small home in 
Jackson, send h>s sister thro ugh 
school, and ret her up in a small 
business. 
Nesbitt, who was sentenced to 
the prison in 1926 wall enter busi­ 
ness here with a partner, it was 
reported. His exact plans, however, 
were shielded by officials of the 
Ghio penitentiary and the 
state 
welfare departm ent. 
RELEASE SECRET 
Release of the prisoner was not 
announced at the governor s office 
until almo st two hours after Nes­ 
bitt actually walked from the pris­ 
on 
a free man, and the public did 
not know' of it until today . How­ 
ever, it had been rumored for some 
time and there wras little, if any , 
opposition to 
his 
release. 
Both 
W arden P. E. Tho m as and State 
Welfare Directo r John McSweeney 
of Wooster, had recommended it 
By his action, the go verno r tech­

' Im m ediately on the outbreak of the World 
w ar 
all 
peace-time 
economic checks were suspended The nations harnessed themselves to 
wajr—m ak ing under a regime which, like tha t of present-day Russia, 
forbade internal competition. Production w as speeded up until the r e ­ 
turn of peace found every belligerent overproducing everything from 


wlleat to ore. 
This is not saying that all nations discover 
that 
they 
are 
El 
Dorados when they po to war. Some are poorer than others in natural 
resources, but under the necessity imposed by w a r 
they 
obtain 
fa r 
more than previously out of their 
potential 
wealth,

In w ar time nations will cheerfully assum e 
huge o blg ations to pay for necessary commodifies, icserving, the 
reckoning to an unknown future, when they find that they w ere beyond j 
their mean?.

nations from warring upon one another. No fact has been more clearly 
demonstrated than that in taking up arms a nation is not necessarily 
handicapped by the ab:ence of a full war chest or a complete 
war 


arsenal. 


I IJtnraediately on the outbreak of the World war all peace-time 


ecqbQjnic -Checks 'were suspended The nations harnessed themselves to 
-ws£r — -making under a regime which, like that of present-day Russia, 
fofbade internal competition. Production was speeded up until the re- 
turn of peace found every belligerent overproducing everything from 
wlfeat to ore. 
1 This is not saying that all nations discover 
that 
they are El 


Dorados when they go to war. Some are poorer than others in natural 
resources, but under the necessity imposed by war 
they obtain 
far 


more than previously out of their potential 
wealth, and rely on 


borrowing- for the rest. In war time nations will cheerfully assume 
huge obligations to pay for necessary commodities, reserving the 
reckoning to an unknown future, when they find that they were beyond 
their mean?. Another war emergency measure is the dilution of the
